The fmvnailtles on the Israeli side

Shawkat, arrived and wss question- 
ed by reporters. He confirmed the 
promise made to the trip's 
organisers.

The cabinet voted to pass the 

debate on details of the budget to 
the economic cabinet. wUch meets 
tomorrow. The smaller foram'a 
decisions are subject to the 
cabinet's approval at Its meeting 
next Sunday. 

Hurvitz and Housing Minister 
David Levy were still at war yester- 
day over the size of the housing 
budget, with Levy accusing the 
flnanee minister of Insenaitlrity to 
social needs. 

At the end of the meeting^yester- 
day. Hurvitz zaid he was aaUsfied 
with the passage of the budget total. 
L-evy toid The Jentsaiem Post be 
was reserving the right to "take the 
appropriate positions’’ to have the 
cabinet meet his demands, but 
would not say what these positions 
might be. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
who )ud remained on the sidelines 
of Hurvitz’s clash with Levy and 
with Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz, yesterday 
took a stand and recommended that 
the economic cabinet not cut child 
allowances, urban renewal budgets 
or housing construction. 

Levy said Begln's guidelines 
were binding. Huivltz said the 
recommendations should be 
earefuUy considered but were not 
formally binding. 

Because of the clash between 
Hurviu and L«^’y yesterday, little 
was heard from! the governor of the 
Bank of Israel, Arnon Gafny. But he 
warned the government that there 
was not much chance of stemmlag 
inflation unless more of the expen- 
ditures were made in foreign 
currency. 

This was particularly true of the 
defence budget, he said. With Its in- 
creased spending In local etirreney. 
it amounts to printing money, he 
added. 

Katz, with support from Deputy 
Prime Minister Yigael Yadin. op- 
posed the proposal to cut 10 per cent 
in welfare services, particularly at 
a time wbeu there are drastic cuts 
In all the other provisions of the 
welfare budget. 


Katz said he preferred a special 
income tax surcharge of 5 per cent 
to a drastic cut In the welfare 
Widget. Katz and Tadln abstained 
In the vote at the end of the 
meeting, and Levy refused to par- 
ticipate at ail. 

. Levy got partial support for his 
arguments from Health Minister 
Eliezer Shostak, Interior Minister 
Tosef Burg, Minister without ^rt- 
folio Moshe Nisslm and Premier 
Begin. Deputy Prime Minister 
Sim ha' Ehrlich, the former finance 
minister, gave total support to Hur- 
vitz, as did Justice Minister Shmucl 
Tamir. 

If they had voted on the 
aliocaeloRS to mialstries yesterday, 
it was clear that Hui^*ltz would 
have had a majority, but that ma- 
jority could .have caused a break 
with Levy. Begin has been trying to 
prevent that In every way possible. 

A careful look at the details of the 
budget — not yet approved — shows 
that the increase in the defence 
budget la much larger than the l.T 
per eent it appears to he. Including 
the proposed budget for the ad- 
ministered territories, the defence 
budget comes to IL:32.T;b. 

Income from the U.S. aid In the 
defence budget is IL4T.4b. instead 
of ILA6b., apparently because the 
delivery of some equipment, such 
as planes, will be delayed. The 
amount of foreign aid Is registered 
on the day it arrives. 

Instead of decreasing the budget 
by that difference, the Treasury 
and the Defence Ministry decided 
to increase it considerably. 
Purcliase of equipment locally will 
come to lL3S.7b. instead of 
IL33.i6b. iwith the possibility of in- 
creasing it another ILSb. if 
neccssaryi. Purchases abroad 
dropped from lL64.93b. to IL35.S4b. 
Defence construction is increased 
to IL?.9b. from ILS.Sb. 

Another surprising detail: While 
wages In the civilian sector have 
dropped from IL3S.4b. to IL26b., the 
budget for wages in the defence es- 
tablishment has been increased 
from ILS2.3b. to ZL24b. This, 
despite the fact that defence 
workers' salaries are already 10 
per eent higher than those in other . 
sectors, particularly at senior 
levels. 

In short, the delay In delivery of 
U.S. equipment has allowed the. 
government to increase the defence 
budget — though the U.S. equip- 
ment will still arrive.

Two women found dead in 
bloody Haifa murder-suicide

HAIFA The bodies of two Haifa 

women were found lying in a pool of 
blood yesterday, in an apparent 
murder-suicide, while the 15- 
month-old baby of one of them 
played unconcernedly In a room 
nearby. 

Police said 22-year-old Yael 
Brauner, wife of well-known local 
attorney Eddy Brauner, was ap- 
parent^ shot in the head by Sarit 
Ihbari. Inbari, of Naveh Sha'anan, 
lyiparently then shot herself In the 
bead as well. 

The bodies- of the two women, 
described as friends, were ftrund 
next to each other near the front 
door of Brauner’s Ruth Street flat 
In the plush French Carmel 
quarter. A new Beretta pistol was 


found near Inbari’s hand. 

Police said they were called by a 
neighbour, who was suspicious 
because all of the flat’s lights were 
on at 2 p.m. The neighbour forced a 
back window open, entered the flat, 
and discovered the two bodies. He 
also found Brauner’a baby playing 
In another room. 

Police, searching the flat, said 
they found a letter from Inb^ ex- 
plaining what had happened. The 
contents of the letter were not 
revealed. 

Police also said there were no 
signs of a strugg^, and neighbours 
claimed not to have seen or heard 
anything unusnal. 

ESddy Brauner was reported to be 
abroad on a short vacation, and was 
said to he expected hack home to- 
day alter being informed of the 
tragedy. 


Three children wounded in 
heavy attack in Marjayoun

Jerusalem police round up 
24 robbery suspects

Perplexed by a rash of weekend 
burglaries, Jerusalem police 
yesterday announced they were 
making headway in a different area 
— an epidemic of violent armed 
robberies In the capitcU over the 
past four months. 

Jerusalem police commander 
Tat-Nitsav Zvl Ben-BUahu ap- 
pointed four special units to In- 
vestigate the violent robberies. 
Last week the units rounded up 34 
suspects who are alleged to have 
operated in five gangs in eastern 
and western sectors of the cl^. 

One gang is alleged to have robb- 
ed a Jewrilery store in Abu Tor, 
stealing goods valued at more than 
IL?m. Another group, all Arabs, 
were active in the Old Oty; and tem 
of the gangs included both Arabs 
and Jews. 

One gang used a Jewish taxi 
driver to transport them to and 
from their jobs. 

Among the robberies a ttri b u ted 
to these gangs are that of Dr. Israel 
Goldstein in Talblya, a robbery and 
stabUng of an elderly woman in 
Sanhedriya Murhevet, and the 
robbery of an elderly couple'who 
were bound for four hours while the 
robbers searched the premises. 

Some of the suspects were found 
bi possession of jewellery apparent- 
ly stolen during the robbery at Abu 
Tor. Several suspects were armed. 


The police, who were apparently 
forced to announce details of the 
arrests earlier than planned 
because of the weekend's 
burglaries, are withholding further 
information on their investigation. 

The weekend tally of 19 
burglaries is higher than usual. 
Five of the stores burgled are 
located in the IBlton Hotel. Hie 
merchandise stolen by the one gang 
suspected of responalblUty for the 
Hflton burglaries Is estimated at 
some ILSm.

Eollek seeks use of Katamou field

Mayor Teddy KOllek has asked 
the Jerusalem ^bour Council to 
lease the council-owned Katamon 
football field to the city for a token 
payment tmtil the Shuafat stadium 
is built. 

While there was scepticism last 
week as to whether the council 
would be willing to give the field to 
the city. In exchange for a promise 
to refurblah the grounds, a hlghr 
ranking city source sold yesterday 
that the labour council haa agreed 
to principle to the deal. 

^Uek says he is ready to invest 
In refurbishing the grounds, located 
on the edge of the Katamon residen- 
tial district, and making the field 
available to both Jenisolem Hapoel 
and Jeruaolem Betar. Under the 


plan Betar would leave its 
cramped, long-time home field, 
owned by the YMCA, opposite the 
fClng Darid Hotel. 

Both Katamon and YMCA are 
Saturday nuisances to neighbours, 
some of whose homes are less than 
10 metres away from the edges of 
the stadiums. 

The Likud faction In the city 
council is opposed to the Katamon. 
plan. 'Hiey claim there ore long- 
range plana to demoUsb the field to 
build a new road. Therefore, they 
say. any municipal Investment to 
the field would be throwtog “good 
money after bad." 

But KoUek sees the Katamon plan 
as an Interim arrangement that 
would take the pressiure off the 
YMCA field, and would require only 
a investment.

Public libraries shut today 
to protest shortage of funds

The country’s seme 400 public 
libraries will be shut today to 
protest the government’s nos- 
imptementation of the S97S Public 
Libraries Law, a spokesman for the 
Librarians Organization armsunced 
yesterday. The IIbrariar,a and their 
aympathlxers will hold a 
demanatrstioR today between 31 
a.m. and 1 p.m. outaide the office of 
Education Minister Zevulua 
Hammer In Jerusalem. 

University libraries around the 
country will close for at least one 
hour sometime between ll a.m. and 
1 p.m. In sympathy with the protest. 

At a press conference in 
Jerusalem's Beit Agron yesterday, 
the librarians charged that the 
country’s libraries are 
“deteriorating'’ and that many wUl 
have to close their doors If their 
budgets are not substantially 
bolstered by additional funds from 
the Education Ministry. 

The 1976 law calls for “foee 
library faculties’’ for all citizens of 
the Mate and provides for a fuU 78 
per cent subsidy of the libraries' 
operating costs by the mlnlatry. 

But in 1073 the ministry gave only 
ILZlm. to the libraries — about 18 
per cent of their operating budget 
— and this was only 10 per cent of 
the amount actually needed to 
maintain “a reasonable level of aer- 
vfee. as the law requires.” accor- 
ding to Amikam Marbaeto deputy 
head of the Librarians l^anixa- 
tlon. 

Marbach pointed out that, 
becaiue of inadequate financing. 


many libraries have not purchased 
new books (or at least six months, 
and some for os long as a year. 

The librarians complained that 
there are communities In Israel 
with “totally Inadequate library 
facilities or no facilities at aU.” Xn 
this regard, they mentioned Bnel 
Brak and Bat Yam. adding that 
"Israel’s 800.000 Arabs have only 
between five and 10 libraries. 

The librarians concede that most 
itbraries are housed in adequate 
and sometimes splendid premises, 
but their stocks of books are 
“thoroughly delapidated." They 
blamed this partly on publishers, 
who refuse to produce better covert 
and bindings for their bookst and on 
the ministry, which faUs to supply 
them with funds for new and 
. necessary purchases. 

Jgnaz Steinberg, head of the 
organization, compared Israel, 
where the government invests IL42 
annually for each citizen in library 
services, with Denmark, where 
IL590 is sp^nt per esqitta per year. 
“Yet a full 25 percent of the popula- 
tion — some 750,000 children and 
adults — use libraries.” 

The librarians are demanding 
that the ministry pay 75 per cent of 
the "objective costs“'’-efi the lOO- 
.'Yecognlzcto” libraries -aad-50 per 
cent of the costs of the 800 
“unrecognized ones.” referring to 
tiiose operated without ministry 
supervision, usually by a local 
authority. 

“We are not demanding a raise to 
salaries,’* said the officials of the 
library group. “We only want to 
raise the level of the zeroes that 
we provide, in accordance with the 
law,” 


Weak response to land offer in Ramot

Only 117 families have signed up 
to lease land for a buUd-your-own- 
home programme in Jerusalem’s 
Ramot quarter, which offered land 
for 197 families a month i^e. 

The Israel Elands Administration 
offered the long-term leases 
through the Arlm company for 
between ILi.4m. and HA.4m. per 
family. It expected an enthustostic 
response and planned a lottery to 
determine who the lucky famUles 


would be. 

Since there was relatively little 
interest, every family that signed 
up will get a lot, and the lottery will 
be used only to determine the loca- 
tion. Of those who signed up. 67 ask- 
ed for slnj^e-tamlly plots, and 28 
pairs of families (50 families) ask- 
ed for two-famlly plots. 

The Lands Administration 
assumes that, because of the drop 
in demand for flats — and conse- 
quently, In prices — families have 
had trouble raising the sum they 
need to invest in the land purchase.

ISLAMABAD. Pakistan. 
Pakistan President Mohammed Zlai 
ul-Haq urged the Moslem world: 
yesterday to send an "unequivocal 
message" to the Soviet Union 
demanding withdrawal of its troops 
from Afghanistan. 

Zla formally opened a three-day 
conference of 38 Islamic countries 
to the Pakistan capital to consider 
the presence of 85.000 Soviet troops 
in neighbouring Afghanistan. 

Uganda was tta latest country to 
arrive, meaning the only three 
members of the Islamic Conference 
not in attendance are Syria, South 
Yemen and Afi^iaalstan. Delegates 
Include a four-man team from the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
and delegations from Libya. 
Algeria and Iraq. 

ffla's foreign affairs adviser, 
Agha Shahl. chairman of the con- 
ference, also delivered a hard- 
hjttlQg Speech calling on the 
delegates to approve a tough 
resolution. 

“It (the conference) must con- 
demn the military intervention in 
Afghanistan and call (or the im- 
m^ate, unconditional and total 
jwithdrawal of foreign forces from- 
the territories of Afghanistan."' 
Shahl said. 

But with the presence of the PXA> 
and several pro-Moscow hard- 
Unera. II appeared the Pakistanis 
faced aa uphill battle to persuade 
the conference to Issue the strongly 
worded commoalqoe they were 
seeking. 

Abdul Rahman, the PLO 
delegate, elearly waa in no mood- 
for anti-Soviet outbursts when 
Pakistani Joumallsta asked him. 
upon arrival, ”ln view of 
Pakistan's traditional support for 
the Palestinian cause, what can the 
PLO now do for us?” 

Rahman's answer was: “We 
deeply appreciate . Pakistani, 
solidarity with the PLO 4n lie- 
struggle. We are happy to be in 
Pakistan among Moslem brothers.' 
With regard to the new situation the 
conference will decide.”^ 

There were signs tha ^tbenee of 
the hard-Uners already had toned 
down the proceedings.' ^le con- 
ference agreed to Include the 
Palestinian question oiS^lta agenda 
and allow debate on the Bgyptlan- 
IsracU rapprochement. ' 

The secretary-geneyai pf the 
Islamic Conference said the Soviet 
military to(\ursion into Afghanistan 
haa not caused the Arab- world to 
lose sight of .the Middle East 
problem.

Black leader returns to Rhodesia 


Mugabe to whites; We 


won’t throw you out 


SALISBURY. — Black nationalist 
leader Robert Mugabe returned 
from exile in triumph yesterday 
and vowed that his Marxist sup- 
porters would never "stampede” 
Rhodesia's white minority from the 
country despite years of bitter war- 
fare. 

Standing under a banner por- 
traying a Soviet AK47 assault rifle 
and dripping blood, Mugabe receiv- 
ed repeated roars of acclamation 
from an estimated 200,000 blacks 
who overflowed a sports field In an 
outlying Salisbury suburb. 

Mugabe arrived under heavy 
security precautions yesterday 
morning fram Mozambique, where 
he fled nearly five years ago to 
launch an increasingly costly 
giierrlfla war against the Rhode- 
sian government. His return follow- 
ed by two weeks the return of rival 
guerrilla chief Joshua Nkomo and 
marked the start of his campaign to 
become Rhodesia's prime minister 
in elections next month for an in- 
dependence government. 

Mugabe told a news conference at 
the ahport that while his party was 
^iallst, it recognized the existing 
system in Rhodesia was not and he 
promised not to change it by revolu- 
uon. 

. He said It was natural for 
Rhodesia's estimated 200,000 
whites to be filled with fears 
anxieties by the sudden change to 
black rule, but added he wanted to 
allay those fears. 

"We will certainly do our best, 
appeal to them as I'm doing now, 
that we don't mean any harm to 
them. We haven't come to thiw 
them out," Mugabe said. 

Mugabe was far more con- 
a'liatory toward Rhodesia's ex- 
isting establishment than ever 
before, promising to uphold 
religious ft^edom and private land 
ownership. But he alw criticized 
the British government for treating 
Ms supporters unfairly and chained 
that his return had been delayed by 
colonial governor Lord Soames on 
pretexts. 


Mugabe's siroporters also said 
Rhodesian seoirity forces were 
hindering efforts by his foIlowerB to 
reach Salisbury for the massive ral- 
ly. and accused army auxiliaries of 
shooting to death a bus driver 
transporting Mugabe loyalists to 
the capital. 

The massive crowd climbed trees 
and stood on roorftops for a brief 
^impse of Mugabe, who appeared 
somber in a beige suit, striped shirt 
and brl^ red tie. 


Mugabe was driven to the Zim- 
babwe sports field from the air- 
port in a hlidi'^P*^ motorcade 
which was led by mine-proof 
vehicles manned by special antl- 
rlot police — all but one of them 
white — carryli^: shotguns and 
moehineguns.

Mugabe said his guerrilla forces 
were "slavishly but not sheepishly" 
adhering to the cease-fire sgree- 
ment reached with Britain last 
month In the Lancaster House 
talks, but accused supporters of 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa of breaking 
the truce. 

"Bishop Muzorewa Is a coward," 
Mugabe said. "He is afraid of elec- 
tions because he knows he is going 
to lose those elections.'' 

Asked if he considered puUlzig out 
of the peace agreement, he said, 
"We are going to uphold our side of 
the agreement and there is no ques- 
tion of going back if electioiis are 
free and fair." 

Mugabe is widely regarded as the 
single most populu candidate for 
the leadership of an independent 
Zimbabwe.

Reacting to South AMea’s an- 
nouncement that It would withdraw 
troops from the Rhodesian side of 
the Belt Bridge iinidfig the two 
countries, Mugabe charged that 
Pretoria had made promisee before 
and had not kept then.

Sakharov reportedly placed 
under constant surveillance 


MOSCOW (UPI). — ExUed dissi- 
dent leader Andrei Sakharov la un- 
der constant surveillance and la for- 
bidden to leave the closed city of 
Gorky or to telephone anyone 
abroad -- Including tala step- 
daughter — a rtsltor said yester^ 
day. 

Mark Kovner, a Jewish ptiyrieist 
who has been trying to endgrate to 
Israel, was one of the first persons , 
to visit Sakharov since hla arrest 
last week for "subversive ac- 
tivities." 

"He 1» officially undbr-' aurt 
veiUance and is- required to report 
to appropriate authorities every 10 
days,” Kovner said in a statement 
to Western reporters on bis return 
from Gorky. "He Is not allowed to 
leave the Gorky city limits." 

Gorky, 440 km. east of Moscow, Is 
closed to foreigners. 

Kovner visited Sakharov and tala 
wife, Yelena Bonner, three times. 
He said the couple were in good 
spirits. 

But he said visitors to the four- 
room Sakharov apartment had 
been harassed upon leaving and 


that Sakharov had complained 
about it to authorities. 

"The Sakharova warn each 
vlsitor-about poaalbie repereuaaidns 
arising from the visit," Kovner 
said. "And In fact, each departing 
viritor falls tota the bands of the 
surveillance team and Is led to the 
miutla station." 

The Sakharov apartment la 
located next door to a police station, 
he said. 

Sakharov, 68, was arrested last 
Tuesday while riding in hla 
chauff8v-drlven*'aap and'-evleted 
frouP Moscow <m only-afew hours-’ 
notice. 

The Toss news agency denied 
that the Nobel Peace Prize winner 
had' been arrested or baiUafaed, say- 
ing that he was only "resettled.” 


ISLAMABAD. Six Islamic rebel 
groups leading the fighting against 
the Soviet-Installed regime in 
Kabul yestei^y annotmeed they 
had formed an alliance. 

The announcement indicated that 
the rebels had decided to join 
hands to intensify and coordinate 
their efforts against Soviet troops in 
Af{^ianistan and the government 
they support. 

The announcement was made at 
a press conference attended by 
Salem al-Azzaam, aecretary- 
geneni of the London-based Inter- 
national Islamic Secretariat for 
liberation of Moslem Lands. ' He 
said the three Immediate objectives 
of the rebel groups are — 

■ To liberate Afghanistan from an 
alien and atheist reglms. 

• To establish a truly Islamic state 
according to the provisions of the 
Koran, the Moslem holy hook, and 
teachings of the prophet Mohamm- 
ed. 

• To cooperate with oigaTilsatlons 
which are stru^liing to establish 
the Islamic system. of government 
and Islamic way of life In their own 
countries. 

According to the announcement, 
the alliance will form a supreme 
councli by MBrcb l to govern its af- 
fairs. Until then. Prof. Burtaanud- 
^ Rabbanl, chief of the Jamlate 
Islam! (Islamic Pa^) will tune- ' 
tion as governor. 

The rebels said they wrote yester- 
•day to Habib Chattl, secretory- 
general of the Jedda. Saudi Arabia- 


based Organization of Isl4mlc 
Conference (OZC) asking thaf it be 


granted observer status. 'Hie con- 
ference is currently holding an- 
emergency session here of Islamic 
foreign ministers to devise a com- 
mon strategy against the Soviet tor 
terventlon In Afghanistan. The 
letter to Chattl said the rebel 
groupa are representatives of the 
Afghan people. 

Asked whether the aUiance will 
set up a government to exile, one 
rebel leader, fllbghatuUan Mujad- 
dadl. replied: "We have not yet 
decided anything on this subjMt 
yet. because the first priority la to 
fight the Soviets and the Soviet- 
installed Babrak Karmal's govern- 
ment in Afghanistan." 

In Kabul, meanwhile, political 
slogans and portraits of past and 
present leaders began to disappear 
from the streets yesterday aa 
Afghanistan's Marxist rulers 
sought the support xd the Moslem 
population. Photograptaa of KarmaJ 
have been taken out of shop win- 
dows. aign boards .with party 
slogans dismantled and slogans 
painted out in red. 

Their disappearance follows last 
Thursday's ruling by the Politburo 
of the ruling Peoples Demoeratie 
Party that was clearly aimed at 
appeasing devout Moslesia upset 
by the speed of Afghanistan's swing 
towards Marxism. The government 
is seen aa trying quietly to win back 
the confidence of the staunchly . 
Moslem people shattered Iqr blood- 
letting, arbitrary arrest and the 
destruction of Its traditions since 
the first Marxist coup nearly two 
yean ago. (AP, Reuter)

It said the 136 hostages. Including 
10 foreigners, were aU sate. The 
gunmen had released most of the 
hostages to response to pleas from 
military and police offloara by tha 
time the torident ended at 5.86 p.m. 

' Correcting an earlier statement 
that one of the two deaertera tried to 
kni himself, police said the two cap- 
ton argued and one shot the otiier 
to the cheat and abdomen. The se- 
cond surrendered after the 
shootout. 

The two men took over the base- 
ment night elub In the downtown 
Royal Xtotei at 10:40 p.m. on Satur- 
day. holding patrons and 
jemployeea at bay with M-18 
automatic rifles. 

The men shot and killed a- 
policeman and wounded two 
eiviUana during the takeover of the 
popular night spot. About 280 par- 
sons were believed to be Inthe right 
club when Cpl. Lee Cbul Tong and 
Oiui^ Won auk entered with uetr 
riflea. ^ 


By the time of the argument to 
which Chung critically wounded 
Lee by. shooting him to the cheat 
and abdomen, 85 of the hostages 
had been released.

They 
must be formally declared and 
registered with a bank which will 
then depeall them In Its own vaults t 
and ihooe lucky people who already 
have such gold coins in their posses* 
sloa must be sure to make this for- 
mal depesli by February i. 

Other gold eoltis come under the 
heading of mmUsmaUes and may 
be purchased and sold freely (sub* 
Jeei Id the payment of VATl and 
kept at home, or in a bank aafe 
depoaU 

ANTONB BUYING gold bars as an 
Invffitmtntf rather than for 
maimfaeturing purposes (sj In the 
Jewttry trade for example) will 
generally be provided with eer* 
tWeatea of purchase. Instead of the 
bars tliemttlves. These certificates 
must also be deposited In a bank, 
and any web purchase made in 
Israel must be done shrotfipi a bank. 


Golden rules 


An Israel resident may not 
transfer gold bars, certificates of 
purchase, or gold coins (other than 
numismatics) abroad. But a 
foreign resident who can prove that 
he brought any of these into the 
eeuniry with him, or that ho bought 
them in Israel with foreign curren- 
cy drawn from a non-resident's ac- 
count. win be entitled to take them 
out of the country with him. 

New Immigrants who bring gold 
bars, ecrtlftcRtes of purchase, or 
gold coins of any kind with them 
must declare them to the euatoma 
authorities and pay VAT plus 4 per 
cent duty on them. (The VAT, in* 
cidentally, is payable upon entry 
into the country by foreign 
residents as well, although there Is 
a posalbUlty that this demand may 
shortly be dropped.) The new im- 
migrants can then keep their coUec- 
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tors' coins a: home, but they must 
deposit any other gold or cer- 
tificates in a bank. However, they 
are entitled to have them deposited 
in a r.on-rcaJdent'B safe deposit ac- 
count during their first 20 years In 
Israel, and this will enable them to 

uxkr them out of the country again. 


New immigrants also entItM to 
non-resident's unreatriotod fordgn 
currency accounts tor 20 years may 
purchase (through A baalc, of 
course I gold bars, eertlfleates, or 
"investment coins" with their ua> 
restricted foreign eurrsney, and 
have them deposited In Um^ non* 
resident's safe doposlt aeeounto, 
from which they may take them out 
of the country. They are also en- 
titled to deposit In their noa- 
rcsJdcBt’a foreign currency ne- 
counls the proceeds from the sale in 
Israel of gold brou^ with them or 
bought here with their non- 
resident’s foreign currcacy. 

The same rules a^y to retur- 
ning Israeli nationals who have liv- 
ed abroad for at least seven years, 
save that the period during which 
these benefits may be enjoyed Is 10 
years. Instead of 20. 


TO ILLUSTRATE what owners of 
gold "Investment coins" should do, 
let us take the ease of X. an im- 
migrant from South Africa who 
brought Krugerrands with him 
when he came to Israel and put 
them In a bank aafe deposit box. X 
must now take hla Krugerrands out 
and deposit them formally la the 
bank before February i. If he has 
been In Israel for less than 20 years 
and can satisfy the hank that he 
brought the coIm with him when he 
emigrated (which may be dlffleult 
SB they were presumably not 
declared to the eustoma authorities 
at that pre-VAT time or he may 
have lost the documents), then the 
bsnk will deposit X*s Iteugecrsnds 
in A non-resident's safe deposit ac- 
count, and X can tsks them out’of 
the country before completing bis 
first ao years here. If X esnnot 
produce e^denes that be broty^t 
the SOr^rraads with him from 
South Afrlei. then the bank will 
have to depoelt them In a resident's 
safe deposit account, and X will not 
be entitled to take them out of the 
country without a permlL 


If X should decide lo se!i hla 
Krugerrands (which may be a wise 
move in view of the astronomical 
price of goldi. then he may buy 
foreign currency with the proceeds 
and deposit it in an unrestricted 
non-residents' account if he has 
been in Israel for less than 20 years 
and can prove chat he brought the 
Krugerrands with him from South 
Africa when he Immigrated here. 
Otherwise he will have to put the 
foreign currency in a restricted 
resident's PATAM account. 

In the event that X does sell hia 
Krugerrands, he will have to do so 
through the bank, or another 
authorized dealer, and the 
purchaser of the eolns will have to 
pay the current price (or them, plus 
the l2!s per cent VAT. 

X will also be entitled to take any 
Krugerrands that he bought in 
Israel with his non-reaider.t'a 
foreign currency out of the country 
with him. But any Krugerrands, or 
other gold "Investment coins" or 
bars bought with Israeli currency 
!hay not be taken out of the country.

Bulg^riane wore no frfsoda of tbs 
JevB eitUcr, taut when ths Garmons 
started talking of, and making 
preparatiens for, the mass depo^- 
den of Bulgaria's Jewish poptda- 
den. Bulgarians from all walks of 
life conspired to prevent thie. 

Poland wae different again: tto 
population wae generally anti- 
JewlelL There were even plaeea 
with a "BpMlal tradidon" of ontl- 
Semttlem,- like Klelee, where the 
pqpinlatipiL regarded the Nasi oe- 
dqwtlon «a its rebates to outdo 
even - its prevfoiie record- of anti- 
Bemitlsm. There were - friendlier 
regfams bt the Bstt — gy dofu e s la In 
particular.— where the Poles 
themselvea were a ihinortty and 
Cended to be mors aynmMLtheUc to 
thefr Jewish population. 

And some gronpSi like tbe 
railroad union, were relatively

friendly and helpful. 

But the middle-class ~ In all Ita 
subdlvtslcRia •— and the peasants In 
particular persisted In their 
traditional- hatred of Jews. Some 
mMdlc-elaas Intelleetuals even took 
pride in their hatred, declaring It 
"independence." a particularly 
PoHsh strain of independence. 

AT THE SAME TIME, an es- 
Umated 15,000 Jews survived dur- 
lag the period of the deniructlon of 
the ghetto In Warsaw. 

"Somebody must have taken 
them In and given them shelter," 
Professor Bauer noted. 

Also some of tbe Polish clergy 
helped, as did the primate of Lwow, 
who Instructed all churches and 
monasteries under hla autliorlty to 
give the Jews shelter. 

In all falmeaa It should also be 
remembered that the penalty for 
aiding Jews was more levere in 
Poland than It was in western 
Europe: Any Pols found to be help- 
ing Jews was almost eert^ to be 
sentenced to death. 

But most Poles were Indifferent 
to Jews, or doumrigbt hostile. Sven 
the ofnclal Polish resistance move- 
ment (subject to the Polish 
govemment-ln-exlle in London) 
refused to help the Jewish un- 
derground or come to the aid of the 
Warsaw Ghetto) fighters. A similar 
attitude was displayed by other 
resistance movements active In 
Poland at the time. Some did 
promise aid. but It aeldom 
materialized, and when It did. It 
was tttally Inadequate. 


Claims by Poles that they tried to 
save the Jews as port of iheir 
natfonal war effort agalnet the 
Nazis arc simply untrue. Indeed, 
some right-wing organizations In 
Poland vented their hatred of Ihc 
Jews by hunting them down and do- 
ing the (Serman'a work for them.

TREE PLANTING In this eounerj' 
has very old roots. The Bible tells 
that Abr.ih.im planted a tree In 
Beer.^hebn (Genesis si:33i, and 
that it wna a tamarisk, an eshel in 
Hebrew. This strong and weather 
resistant tree today covers large 
areas of the coast near Tel Aviv and 
Netonya and grows along the shore 
of the Dead Sea. It ear. also be wide- 
ly found grown .as a shrub or hedge 
In southern Negev settlements. 

Abr.aham planted his tree neither 
for fruit nor decoration, but as a 
simple act of determination to stay 
in the land (or good — to take root. 
A similar symbolic planting took 
place at (he end of tbe I9th century 
when Theodor Herzl gave physical 
expression to the utopian ideas of 
”Drr Juftenstaat” and 
"AlfuriJiiRd" and planted a cedar 
at Motz.i flit outside of Jerusalem. 

Planting w.is given Impetus by 
the Jewish National Fund In the 
early days of the Mandatory period 
and tree planting on Tu Bi’shvat 
was given official recognition by 
the first Prime Minister, David 
Ben-Gurion. Tral.ned to use a spade 
and it hoc in hla youth, when he 
worked os an agriculture labourer 
in the orcha.^ds of Sejera in the 
Galilee. Ben-Gurton developed a 
close relationship with the land and 
nature. 

It is customary for every visiting 
head of state or V.I.P. to plant a 
conifer on Mount Herzl, and at Tad 
Vashem the government honours 
Righteous Gentiles with a tree plan- 
ting. 

Normally, on Tu Bl'shvat, hun- 
dreds of thousands of 
schoolchildren go out with their 
teachers into the llelda and forests 
and plant saplings. But this being a 
sAmiffa year, this will not be done. 
If, nevertheless, you want to plant 
this year: If you have no garden 
space, you can plant a flowering 
shrub or small tree in a container.

An empty barrel, ax oM 
bucket or acme kind of dlaearded 
drum (painted green) will do. 

You don't even need to buy aaapl- 
irg. Like Abraham you can plant a 
tarr.ariak by taking a cuttlag friun a 
tree along the Medlterraneaa or 
Dead Sea shores, free of charge. A 
cutting about 15-20 cm. long will 
grow easily into a nice shrub or tree 
and show charming rose plak 
flowers In early summer. 

Evergreen and deeldneo* treee 
and shrubs may safely be planted 
during February in all regfoxu. 
Loett nurseries offer Cbem la one, 
three or flve kilo tins or in plaatle 
bags. Plant your sapling with the 
ball of earth that comes around Its 
roots. It ts easy to remove plants 
from the smallest tins. First water 
and then turn upside-down, cover- 
ing the soil around tbe item with 
your fingers. Knock tbe tin lightly 
on something solid like a rock, 
brick or wall, and the plant will 
smoothly slide out of tbe tin with Its 
root ball intact. Open the bigger 
dna with a can opener or a pair of 
xnetal shears. 

Before planting. It is important to 
consider the space required by each 
plant. A lilac, for Instance, nee^ at 
least 4Vi metres on each side (or 
proper growth. EHg trees, like oaluk, 
elms and pines, should be planted 
10-15 metres apart. Cherry and ap- 
ple trees should have about 5 
metres; lemon or other citrus trees 
will be satisfied planted 8^"* 
metres apart. 

Proper preparation of the hole for 
a new plant la also very important. 
Dig it wide enough to accommodate 
the roots when fully spread out. No 
matter how small tbe shrub or tree, 
it Is expected to stay In the same 
place for a number of years. 
Therefore the hole should be 
ample: one metre in diameter and 
SOcm. In depth as a minimum. Balf 
a bucket of well-rotted manure or 
compost should be spread in tbe 
hole, as well as a handful of 
superphosphate. This material 
must be dug In thoroui^ily and mix- 
ed with the loosened ground soil in 
the hole. This will be the bottom 
layer. The top soil (what you 
removed from the hole) aliould be 
mixed with more manure and 


superphosphate and then used to 
plut the sapling, which should be 
set a few centimetres lower than it 
was tai tbe nursery or la tbe tin. Put 
up a metre-long stick for wind 
p^ectlon (tie the sapling to it with 
raffia), tread firmly around the 
plant and water with a bucket of 
water, and your shrub or tree Is 
planted. 

HERE IS a lUt of seven trees and 
six shrubs available lo^ly that do 
well in this country: 

Arisona cypress (Cupressvs 
arisonlca, broah arlzoiU in 
Hebrew). A fast growing, drought 
resistant tree with aUvery-blulsh 
needles. Most decorative, reddish 
bark. 

Cedar fCodnta tthani, ores 
haZ'vanon in Hebrew) Tall 
pyramid-shaped tree, very 
decorative for bigger gardens. One 
of the oldest trees in tt£i r^on. It la 
mentioned many times in the Bible. 

Canary pine fPittua canarienats, 
oren eanari in Hebrew). Slender, 
erect, symmetrical. This tree 
grows rapidly and resists heat and 
frost. Its very long needles are first 
bluish and later turn dark green. It 
reaches a height of 80-85 metres. 
The big cones are used for Indoor 
decoration. Watch oat for and con- 
trol damaging pine-spdnner cater- 
pfilars. 

NoriOlk pinca fArauria <kt- 
eetaa, ' araucaria kipahai In 
Hebrew). An immense, plne-llke 
evergreen with rope-ltke branchea. 
Sensitive to cold, It grows. In many 
Tel Aviv area gardens, but la moat 
difficult to grow outdoors in 
Jenualem, except in a sunny, wind- 
protected spot. Araucarias axe also 
sold as pot^ bouse plants. 'Die ex- 
tremely high coat Is Justified, 
because of the difficulty of propaga- 
tion. Cultivated araucarias mostly 
don’t produce cones, ao propagation 
is done by top-cutting in aprl^. 

Olive tree (Olea europaea, zaifit 
tarbuH In Hebrew). of our 
oldest trees. Olive trees 3,000-yean- 
old grow on tbe Mount of Olives. 
They are extremely strong and 
nearly indestructible, no matter 
how harsh tbe weather. The olive 
grows slowly and no care, fertilizer 
or compost is needed for planting- 
olive aapUngs. Mature olive trees 
can be successfully transplanted. If 


you transplant one and you want 
friilt, feed twice a year with 
auperph(»phate or bone-meal and 
eompMt. 

Shaxpdeaf Jaearanda fJaearanda 
acuri/flJto. yacarsnifa ftatfaf-aiim la 
Hebrew). One of the moat attrac- 
tive trees. It grows In all regions of 
this country but needs deep, fertile 
soil. Jacarandas are cold and frost 
resistant and drap their (eatltered 
leaves when the clusters of 
lavender-blue flowera come to 
head. 

Silk oak rGrevtiZea robtiaia, 
ffreviUea Acaauita in Hebrew). 
Native to Australia and New 
Caledonia, the orrvtllca has 
remarkable silver-grey fern-llke 
foliage and exotic orange-gold 
flowers. Grows rapidly and must be 
pruned. 

The following shrubs may be 
grown like trees. 

Bottle buah fCallistemon 
laneeolatus, kalistemon tarog in 
Hebrew) . A faat-growlng plant with 
cascading branches and attractive 
brush-like flowers In gold and crim- 
son. Foliage doesn't make much of 
a show. Needs good soil and 
sunshine. 

Butterfly bush fSuddteya doi'ufit, 
buddteya david in Hebrew). Fast 
growing, strong shrub with soft, 
grey-green leaves and tiny spiked 
blooms Ip. purple or white with 
orange centres. Should be cut down 
In summer for a second bloom. At- 
tractive as cut flowers. 

Laurel (Laurua nobiZis, cer afsil 
or efe dafna In Hebrew). The 
classic laurel whose leaves crown- 
ed Olympic victors in ancient 
times. Its aromatic leaves are used 
as a kitchen herb. Grows well In 
shade. Use its branches for decora- 
tion. 

lillao (Syringa valgaria, lilah 
TTUit'eui In Hebrew). Grows in every 
kind of soil and reaches a height of 8 
— 5 metres. Very fragrant flowers 
In white, blue, purple, pink, red. 
lilac and cream. Can be propagated 
by ^op outtlnga. grafted on 
Liguatrum japonieum. Needs 
strong pruning In its deciduous 
stage in winter. 

Oleander (^Nerium oZeander. har^ 
doof haitaJiaHm in Hebrew). A fast- 
growing plant, which loves 
moisture and flowers with single or 
double blooms in pink, white, red 
and orange-yellow from spring to 
fall. The long, leathery dark green 
leaves sometljnea become infested 
with aphids at their tops. Spray 
with malathion. And take care. 
Oleander leaves are poisonous I 

Pomegranate ^Puniro granatum, 
rimon In Hebrew). Heat and frost 
resistant. Scarlet flowers and edi- 
ble fni|t. Attractive xvddlsh foliage 
la spring, which later turns dark 
green. Easy propagation by stem 
cuttings. Needs manure and fer- 
tilizer.

Instruments were balanced in ex- 
quisite "conversation." Perhaps 
because the Op. 90 is more Idyll 
than drama. It wasn't the highlight 
of this second programme, as was 
Op.

In the final concert )>oth the Op. 
12 works were buoyant with a sense 
of Joy — the No. 2 wittier, the No. 3 
w^htier. Then came the greatest 
of them all — the “Kreutzer" with 
its ever astonishing eloquence, ab- 
surdly colled "outrageously un- 
intelligible" by the man whose 
name it bears. The pianist strange- 
ly used a rather heavy hand in the 
Andante variations. He 
nevertheless partnered the 
violinist's bravura bowing and scin* 
tiUatIng tone to make this the 
climax of their sonata "season."

metres of floor space, at 1 ziebov 
Goldberg. Since then'— no 
telephone. ■

har^ answers the needs of a com- 
pany which employs a total of 100 
persons. In three shifts, round the 
clock and which must be inconstant 
contact with its major clients.

stituted, Yltshak Mann, former In- 
come Tax Commlsaloner, who la 
now in private busineu (specialis- 
ing in internal auditing), stated 
recently. 

Mann draws a sharp iina between 
the work of an “extornal auditor" 
better knows as a Certified Public 
Aeocunlwit (CPA), and ***** of an 
internal auditor. 

“The CPA produces «*>***ft<*i 
atatemente. He ehecke the com- 
pany's records, its purchases and 
its sales, and sees that all these 
facte as well as all other ffwiweiai 
transaettosB, are properly entere d 
in Its belsnee sh^ and its profit 
and loss statement" 

But the internal auditor tackles 
the problem of how the bnelneBS or 
company Is run. 

“^e CPA la satisfied If the one 
million pounds spent to buy a 
apeclflc piece of machinery le 
properly entered in the books; but 
the internal auditor goes much 
further. He asks: was this 
purchased through a tender, if 
80 , was the lowest bid honoured? 
Moreover, does this company ac- 
tually need this machine, and if it 
does need it will It work only one 
hour a day or 24 hours a day?" 

Such, questions, says, help 

to keep management on its toes. 


avoid mismanagement and corrup- 
tion from slippi^ in. 

Ibe interned auditor also loCks 
into other matters, such as seeing 
that the machine is properly cared 
for — to prevent breakdowns. He 
cheeks whether manpower Is used 
efficiently, so that hidden un- 
employment may be weeded out; 
be also checks to see if the com- 
pany's capital assets are being fully 
eacploited and not ly^ Idle. 

Mann would like to see internal 
auditors established In all govern- 
ment offices, all government com- 
panies, all municipeditiea, In- 
surance companies, companies 
registered on the Tel Aviv Stock 
Ibcchange, at Ben-Gurion Airport, 
the Porta Authority, and even at 
Bigged sad Dan. 

He admits that many of these in- 
stituttons and private companies 
already have 'awdi a eet-up, “but 
the problem Is that their rights and 
obligations are not defined and 
protMted by law." 

At present. If an internal auditor 
flnda serious mismanagement or 
COTTiqXlon, he la often presented 
with two alternatives: either keep- 
ing hie mouth shut or being dismiss- 
ed. 

"We need a law protecting these 
internal auditors from, such 
treatment," says. He adds 

that “they must be protected by law 
and they must be bound by law to 
report all untoward acta to ahigher 
authority, which can take, proper 
steps to see that they are rectified.",

Although the Federation has held 
two cimgressea here in the past, 
they were devoted to the social and 
economic problems of North 
African settlers, here. 

' Ren-Simhon noted that the 
federation was working constantly 
to provide these immigrants with 
better schooling (through 
scholarships) and it was buOdl^ 
an old-^e home. Moreover, the 
federation has "adopted" two 
prisons in order to help the inmates. 

One of the major problems facing 
the federation today is the freeze in 
medical personnel In the country's 
health services. Israeli medical 
students, who had studied abroad, 
no longer had any place to do thete 
intemsUps in Israel, and those non- 
Israeli medical students who 
wanted to do their Intemsblp here 
had to go elsewhere. 

"For the Israeli students, who 
have already spent six years 
abroad, and who are beginning to 
work abroad, this may well mean 
that they will settle abroad.” he 
said.

EVEN FOR A MASTER of the' art of surprise like Egypt's 
President, Mr. Sadat's sudden 'decision to advance the dates for 
normalising relations with Israel'waa something a trifle out of 
the ordinary. ... 

Right until the end of last week the most that could rightly be 
expected of Egypt was that It would loyally cooperate in carry- 
ing out the process of normalisation **by the book" — in accor- 
dance, that is, with the timetable set out in-the peace treaty. 
Some highly placed -Egyptians, notably Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Gbolf, put it on record that their reading 
of that timetable was rather -different from Israel’s. 

I%us they noted that the phase of “active normalisation," 
which includes the negotiation of cultural, commercial and 
transport agreements, is due to start, under the treaty, on July 
26. That would be exactly two' months after the target date set 
for an accord on the autonomy. 

Unless a reasonable measure of progress in the autonomy 
talks were made by then, so Mr. Sadat's aides broadly hinted, 
the "real peace" negotiations would.be llkejy to drag on in- 
definitely, and inconclusively. There would, in other words, be 
no "real peace" in such conditions. 

Now comes President Sadat and with one generous wave of 
the arm, as It were, seezns to brush all such prognostication 
'aside. He pointedly ignores a recommendation of the People's 
Assembly last week, in which Premier hbistapha Khalil official- 
,ly concurred, that the pace of normalization should be slowed 
down to conform to the rate of eulvance in the autonomy dis- 
cussions. 

. Instead, Sadat unilaterally advances the date for the start of 
i-active normalization to.Febnlary 15, which he 'klso asBigns as 
the date for the exchan^ of ambassadors. His reason, he tells 
Anis Mansour, the editor of "October" magazine, is that Israel 
has discharged its obligations in the peace treaty '*with com- 
plete honesty and honour." (Since Mr. Begin' has evlziced an 
aversion to Dr. Ghali's pronoimcem^ts, li&. Sadat has taken 
the matter of normallzatiou out of bis hands and transferred it 
to Defence Minister Alf. Ye^erds^, the CSablnet put his opposite 
number, Mr. Welzman. in charge at the Israeli end.)_ _ 
' The action, moreover, is not contingent on any reciprocal 
move Israel, at least not in any formal sense. 

Such magnanimity has not been displayed by President Sadat 
at any turn of the long road that has le.d. throu^ thick and 
to the opening up of the border between Egypt and Israel last 
' Saturday. Prime Minister Begin should have reason to feel 
' gratified. 

So, too, should President Carter, having gone out of his way to 
hail the Egypt-Iarael peace treaty as an asset to Ameriea.in his 
State of the Union address before the Congress last Wednesday. 

This still leaves Mr. Sadat's startiing move unaccounted for. 
Assuming that it is no mere caprice. It may be seen as a way of 
reasserting Egypt's independence In the face of the Arab Re jec- 
tonlsts. It also serves notice on the Palestinians that the peace 
with Israel la here to stay, and that the autonomy is their own 
• beat bet. 

Yet there la a meaaage here for Isrul as well. And it need not 
be any expectation, unreal In any caae.'df a duidprxt qua in the 
form of an accelerated Israel withdrawal from the rest of Sinai. 
For by seeming to dissolve the linkage between the normaliza- 
tion and the autonomy, Mr. Sadat has in effect tightened more 
firmly than before. The grand, liberal gesture he has made in 
Mr. Begin 's direction is designed, so it stands to reason, to win 
Isr^l's premier over by sweetness a^ l^ht. 

~A return gesture is not explicitly required, but itsnecessl^, in 
the shape of a reciprocal Israeli concession on the autonomy, la 
all too plainly implied. If Mr. Begin fails to decipher the 
message, presumably Mr. Garter was expected to do so. 

As to the nature of the concession envisaged by Egypt's 
leader, it hardly needs spelling out, for there is no indication 
that it has been altered in any way. The revision of Egypt’s nor- 
malization timetable has only made it more difficult for Israel 
to refuse granting it — at least in part. 

In the meantime, the possibility tiiat negotiations for bilateral 
exchange agreements may not be consummated \mtll some 
acceptable model of autonomy is implemented, remains fully 
alive. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THEY SAY there were once 40,000 
Jews living in Afghanistan. Today 
there are but a few families ^ no 
more than 100 people — and their 
whereabouts in the current situa- 
tion are unknown. Most of the peo- 
ple lived in Kabul, some in Herat 
and there is said to be one remain- 
ing family in Balkh, the Joint 
Distribution Committee reports. 


Some date the origins of the Jews 
of Afghanistan to the days of the 
First Temple and though that may 
be difficult to document, there is 
ample evidence of later migrations 
into Afghanistan from southern 
Russia and from Persia. In the late 
1870s thousands of Jews went from 
Herat to Persia to avoid a punitive 
war tax — but as late as 1927, it was 
still possible to count 60 distinct 
Jewish communities. In 1933, 
following the assassination of Nadir 
Shah, the Jews were driven from 
the countryside and concentrated in 
the urban centres for safety. 
Another significant exodus from 
Afghanistan took place in 1944, a 
time of famine, and thousands 
more went Into India — eventually 
going on to Palestine.

Clearly, however, thoee officials 
who are eonvlaced that the Izraeli- 
Egyptlan breakthrough was actual- 
ly a mistake did not have the sup- 
port of President Jimmy Carter, 
who viewed the event as the major 
foreign policy achievement of his 
administration. 


Since the take-over of the U.S. 
embassy In Teheran and'the Soviet 
invasion of Afghajilatan, the 
minority school of thought in the 
U.S. government has apparently 
become more eihboldened. Now 
mere than ever they believe that 
the entire Camp David approach 
was Ul-advls^, and the disruptions 
that foUoiri^ the Israell-Egyptian 
peace treaty, they suggest, merely 
served Soviet Interesta hy weaken- 
ing America's ability to rally 
“moderate" Arab si^iport against 
Moscow's threat.

UP SERVICE TO FAUBSTINIANS 




Sir, — Israeli, Egyptian, and 
American negotl^ana on Palesti- 
nian autonomy continue in earnest. 
Political observers both Inside and 
(Zztslde the Middle East are still un- 
certain about two initial matters: 
wMeta countries really want to see 
the establishment of a Palestinian 
state, and what would be the 
character of such a state once ea- 
tahliShed. 

On the surface* the Arab states 
present ttaenuelvea as the altruistic 
champions of Palestinian Interests. 
In reality, however, the altuatlon la 
considerably different. It la true 
that the Arab states, at least the 
confrontation states, would like to 
find a permanent solution to the 
Palestinian prohlem, a problem 
that has afflicted and continues to 
afflict the Middle East with fear, 
anxiety and turmoU. Yet, all the 
Arab states deliberately 
perpetuated the Palestinian dflexn- 
ma long before oil became a 
fosblonable eommodlty for political 
blackmail. Tbe irony of the ritua- 
tion is that all the Arab states, with 
the possible exception of Egypt, 
still continue to manipulate toe 
plight of toe Palestinians and to 
capitalise on Its tragic aapeeta. 

Althou^ every Arab state claims 
to be concerned with the Palesti- 
itian situation, very little. In fact, 
has been done by the Arab states to 
Improve toe living conditions of the 
Palestinian refuses. Tbe refugee 
camps on both sides of the Jor^Un 
river and in Lebanon attest to the 
Arab states’ deliberate negligence 
and even inhumane treatment of 
these people. 

The point, of course, la that, 
although the chances for a settle- 


ment of toe Palestinian Issue are 
slim. Syria, Jordan, Saudi AtatHa, 
and, to a lesser extent, Egypt would 
like to see such a solution fashioned 
In the light of their own narros? 
perceptions defined acebrding to 
toelr self-interest, and not allowing 
for the real needs of; the 
Palesttnlona. Consequently, there 
are significant differences among 
toe Arab stat<» on toe need for eJid 
toe scope of a Palestinian entity. 
For example, the Arab states which 
support the PLO believe that they 
can tame the by making it 

financially dependent. A dependent 
PLO in charge of a new West Bank 
state, would, presumably, be 
preferable to a hostile PLO loose 
among toe Palestinians working on 
the Arab pennlnsula. 


To be sure, evexy Arab state and 
every faction of the PBlestiniaa 
people speaks of Palestinian self- 
determination and envisages the 
creation of an independent Palesti- 
nian state. How such multiplicity of 
Interesta wouto serve the ultimate 
Interesta of the Palestinian people 
la hardly relevant in toe eyes of the 
Arab states. 

Will the American envoy. Sol 
Linowltz, be able to sepaxate the 
various rivals, find a solution 
acceptable to all concerned, and 
still find a reasonable cure to toe 
Faleatinian illness? 7710 answer to 
this question will depend largely on 
whether or not the U.S. can play an 
Imaginative role and neutralize tbe 
various participants who see in the 
autonomy negotiations as yet 
another opportunity to exploit the 
Palestinian problem to tlieir .own 
ends.

Sir, — Having worked for 16 
years at the Maxra Psycfalatrle 
Hospital, I feel obliged to expreas 
my bidlgnaticm at the distorted pic- 
ture of toe conditions and toe treat- 
ment In Maxra that we have seen on 
TV and read about in the press. 
Most of the criticism is baseless 
and people who are not acquainted 
with the problems of peychlatrle 
medicine may come to the w r o ng 
conclusions. I have worked for 26 
years In four different g o v enuneat 
psycUatrle hospitals and I found 
Maara to be one of the best in the 
country. 

As to tbe main points of crittelam, 
psychiatrists are people, not 
supermen, so when a patient is ad- 
mitted. he has to be observed 
before toe doctor con come to a 
decision. At this stage, the patient's 
state of mental he^th and the 
'nature of taia ore unknown, 

therefore, it would be Irresponsible 
on tbe part of the people in charge ■ 
to keep him In an open ward. Masra 
has 480 beds, lio of them la two 
closed wards, one for men and one 
for women. Two wards 

are being built at the moment, each 
coRtalalng 30 beds (eonstruetioa 
was delayed because of the Yom 
Klppur War). 

The suffering and anguish of 
mental disease are Certainly no less 
than those assoriated with physical 
disease. While we accept without 
question tbe amputation of a leg or 
breast, people object to the use of 
electric shock treatment, which Is 
the treatment of choice for a- 
number of mental diseases. 
Complications ore almost nil, it is 


without danger and can save life. 
Mental patients know this and 
many, when they feel Ul. ask for It. 

Institutions, Uke persoos. have 
tbsir weak points. In this esse, they 
were exploited beyond all propor- 
tlon.

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ACCORDING TO these officials, 
toe U.S. would have been much 
better placed to reverse Soviet in- 
roads today if the. Carter ad- 
ministration had not accepted the 
bilateral, step-by^tep ^j»oaeh set 
out at Cwp David. 

But the U.S. was forced to aban- 
don the “comprehensive,” all-or^ 
nothing process, advanced early 
during the Garter administration 
hy President Sadat's Journey to 
Jerusalem in November 1977. 

As It was, the U.S. was slow to 
accept Sadat's initiative largely 
because it ran counter to the then- 
prevailing thinking as reflected in 
the ill-fated U.S.*5ovtet joint com- 
munique on the Bdddle East issued 
on October 1, 1977. That statement 
called for a resumed Geneva oon- 
ferenee where all the outstanding 
problems would be raised at toe 
same time. 

Ultimately. Carter recognised 
toe need for the U.S. to assist in the 
Israell-Egyptian peace process. 
Some of his foreign policy advisers 
always had deep mlsgivhigB. about 
that derision; they still do, and the 
events in Tran and Aigheniatan 
have only strengthened their 
doubts. 

Some U.S. offlrials, in fact, ore 
actually convinced that the Camp 
David process and the Israell- 
Egyptian peace treaty are at least 
partly responaible for the instabili- 
ty in the t^on today. 

All this must be recognized as a 
background to imderetand the laat-

OF GOLD

that the price of gold has risen to 
the unbelievable height of $640 an 
ounce at the time of writing this 
letter.

They are paying and 
have been paying, the same prices 
for gold for thy past 10 years - 30 
barrels of oil for each ounce of gold. 

Ten years ago, the price of gold 
was $35 an ounce and a barrel of oil 
was selling for $1.60— $1.30 — 20 
barrels of oil for one ounce of gold. 

When gold slowly climbed to $42 
per ounce, the price of a barrel of 
oil was also climbing slowly to 
$1.90— $2.10. Still, 20 barrels of oil 
for one ounce of gold. 

When, after the Yom Ifippur War, 
tbe price of gold reached $ 100—1180 
an ounce, the price of a barrel of oil 
took a great leap to $8.00— $9.00. 
Still 20 barrels of oil for one ounce of 
gold. 

When tbe price of gold went to a 
dizzying $800-^-$640 aa ounce, the 
price of oil was right up there at 
$30 — $32 a barrel. Still 20 barrels of 
oil for one ounce of gold.

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THE INITIAL language drafted for 
the president was vague about the 
peace treaty and Camp David. Ap- 
parently, some key offieials 
thought toe president should avoid 
the entire subject for fear .that it 
would further split the Arab world 
at a time when America was 
desperately' searching for Islamic 
and Arab allies to resist the Soviets. 

But there was a two-stage 
process which rejected this way of 
thinking. Carter himself agreed 
with several of his top political ad- 
visers that this was not the time for 
tfce U.S. to back away, from its 
Camp David approach. R was also 
not the time to suggest that the en- 
tire exercise may have been a mis- 
take. 

Thus, only hours before the ad- 
vance text was typed for early 
release to the media, a key inser- 
tion was made describing the treaty 
aa a “stratetic asset for America." 

The second change came after 
the advance text was already 
released. Significantly, the only 
departures from that entire 
several-thousand-word, carefully- 
drafted text concerned the section 
on Israel and the peace treaty. Thia 
underscored tbe senaitlvitieB in- 
volved. 

Departing from the text, Carter 
concluded tbe brief section on the 
Middl e Ba st by declaring*. "Let no 
one doubt our oommltment to the 
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security of Israel. In a few dasrs. we 
will observe an historic event when 
Israel makes another measure of 
withdrawal from the Sinai ' and 
when tunbassadors will he ex- 
changed between' Israel and 
Egypt." ■ 

At that point. Carter was warmly 
applauded by the assembled 
senators and representatives who 
had no way of knowing then tlu.t 
these two sentences — reaffirming 
America's siqiport for Israel, and 
the peace treaty — angered several 
key State Department offlciala who 
are upset about the supposed 
“damage" the treaty has done to 
U.S.' interests In the Arab world.

THE WAT the speech finally 
emerged was clearly not perfect, 
from the Israeli point of view. 
Israeli offieials would have 
preforred that thq president flatly 
describe Israel as a "strategic 
asset." rather than only thh peace 
treaty. 

But under the circumstances, 
Israeli officials in Washington were 
pleased. Better than most other 
diplomatic observers in 
Washington, Israeli diplomats are 
aware of the attitude of some key 
U.8. foreign policy offieials who 
believe that the peace treaty was a 
mistake. 

Consequently, the Israel embassy 
issued a rare, formal statement 
praising Carter’s speech. ^'Israel 
expresses its specif satiafactitm 
with Che prudent’s refereoces to 
toe peace treaty between Egypt 
and Israel," the AmiyiMy sta^ 
nmnt said. 

‘But . Israeli offieials in 
Washington and In Jerusalem are, 
nevertheless, growing increasingly 
concerned about the thrust 'of the 
U.S. reaction to Iran and 
Afghoidstan. Specifically, Israel 
has resented tbe series of 
statements issued by U.8. officials 
suggesting the need for an 
accelerated pace in the autonomy 
negotiations. 

Those statements culminated In 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance’s 
candid statement In aa interview on 
January 16 with "Tbe New York 
Times.” 

' Tt is clear that toe solution of the 
Arab-Isroeli dispute is a key issue 
that is necessary for toe achieve^ 
ment of peace and stability In tbe 
region," Vance said. "We must con- 
tinue to pursue the autonomy talks '
